Big Increase in Ferry and 


Rail Rates in State Asked 


SAN FRANCISCO; Aug. 6.—The 


State Railroad Commission today 
formally commenced a hearing into 
a ^petition submitted by air. steam, 
electric and water carriers in Cali- 
fornia, . for a general' increase in 
passenger Crates and Pullman rates, 
which |fill put the charges to.be 
levied, by" these companies on a par 
With the rates recently established 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. Practically 
every ' public 
carrier in the state is represented 
at the- hearing. 


One of the issues Involved is a 
possible increase of 20 per cent in 
single fares and commutation rates 
between San Francisco, Marin coun- 
ty and the Eastbay region. The pe- 
tition ' for an increase in passenger 
rates, which already has been sub- 
mitted by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, is a blanket petition -covering 
all steam, electric and ferry trans- 
portation facilities operated by the 
company.
